It 
wanted to launch the collective f a r m ­ 
ing idea in the face of hostile resis ­ 
tance of the peasantry and

wanted to rehabilitate the Je w s in a 
socialist society. 
There were many 
confiscated estates of form er 
lords lying idle. The Je w s were told 
that the only way they could get the 
use of these estates was by making 
collective fa rm s out of them. The non- 
Jew is h peasants were told the same, 
but they spurned the offer. Yet they 
could have no objections if the Jews 
did accept, being down and out. 
A year later 
ipecial g o v e r n m e n t ; 1^11 
commission was created to db cot the 


T ogeth er with the in tern a tio n aliz a ­ 
tion of the collective farms, and once 
again reflecting the federal policy of 
the Communist party, the Je w ish p ri­ 
vate tr adesme n and shop- keepers were 
driven out of business with vigor last 
winter. Many of the wealthier ones 
were a rr este d and exiled to 
Siberia. 
Others were disen fram hized like the 
Russian bourgeoisie. 
The d is e n fra n ­ 
chised J e w s may go out to settle on 
the virgin lands of Biro-Bidjan, the 
la n d - |n e w l y created Jewish republic in P a s ­ 
te rn Siberia on the banks of the Amur 
river. 
But those who ran their own 
shops, or those who in Marxist t e r m ­ 
inology had at no time in their lives 
“ exploited* the labor of others, are 
being rehabilitated. 
They a re being 
“ proletarianized.” That means they go 
to factories as laborers or their child- 
a re taught tr ades in industrial 


settlement of Jew s on the land. Ah a 
res ult ther e were 6,800 Jew ish peasant 
families farming a total of about 100,- 
000 acres of land on October I, 1929. Of 
these 2,500 families were in 237 dif­ 
ferent Jewish collective farms. 
The policy of the Soviet 
go v e rn ­ 
men t changed at th a t time in connec­ 
tion with the Comm unist p a rty ’s de­ 
cision to collectivize the land as r a p ­ 
idly as possible all over the country. 
Individual Jew is h peasants were driv­ 
en 
into collective 
farms 
(colhozes) 
like other peasants and along with 
them. And what was more im portant 
for Jewry, tile all-Jewish collective 
fa rm s were “ inte rnationalized’*. Rus­ 
sian, White Russian, Polish, L ith u a n ­ 
ian and l a t v i a n peasants were taken 
into the Je w is h collective fa rm s or 
else small Jew ish collectives were a m ­ 
alg am ate d 
with 
large r non-Jewish 
ones. 
The consequences for especial­ 
ly Orthodox Jew s are obvious. 
Tile fires of a religious dispute be­ 
tween Orthodox Je w s and non-Jews. 
A meeting of tile mem bers collective 
farm we visited where 60 per cent of 
the mem bers were Jews. A meeting 
of the mem bers decided a few lean 
calves should he slaughtere d for meat, 
the first which the collectivists were 
to get for months. The Orthodox Jew s 
demanded that one calf he sl a u g h te r­ 
ed according to kosher law. The Com­ 
mu nist s and young comm unists, both 
Jewish 
ami 
non-Jewish, 
fought 
the 
proposal tooth and nail, an d the m o­ 
tion was defeated. But one dark night 
the Orthodox mem bers carried off a 
calf, had its throat cut by the Rabbi 
and brought it hack to eat as kosher 
meat. 
The soviet of 
th e collective 
farm was hi caus eel. confiscated 
the 
carcass 
and distributed 
th e 
meat 
among the gentiles. 
They then of­ 
fered the Orthodox Je w s meat from 
o th e r calves slaughtered on the farm 
Some of th em accepted the “ta inte d” 
veul 
because their hunger for meat 
exceeded thei r religious scruples. A 
few, however, refused.
